FRUITS  AND  TO^TABIdlS 


Filling  the  fruit  basket  is  a  bit  difficult  v/ith  most  fruits  scarce.    Wet  weather 
in  Southern  California  has  retarded  somewhat  the  flow  of  citrus  fruits  to  market, 
so  that  oranges .  lemons  djuI  limes  are  a  little  scarce,  with  gra;pc fruit  in  m.odorate 
supply  —  all  selling  at  ceiling.    Very  fev/  jDoars,  Atd-pIc s  are  scarce,  as  well 
as  pine  apple  s . 

Two  best  vegetable  buys  are  potatoes ,  fairly  her^vy  supply  and  old  ones  cheaper, 
pjid  spinach,  lower  and  in  heavier  supply.    Fair  buys  are  cabbr^e .  cauliflower, 
lettuce,  including  Ronaine  (lower  priced),  soft  sgua.sh  (lower  and  heavier  supply)  • 
Co  Hard  greens  are  clieap.     ImperirJ.  iced  carrots  dxq  lower.    Local  peas  are  coming 
to  market.    Plenty  of  asparagus,  but  pretty  hi^.    Artichokes  raid  broccoli  are 
higher.    Bell  peppers  are  high.    Onions  and  tomatoes  arc  scarce  at  ceiling  prices. 
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
